AUTO BANDITS ROB; 
POLICE RIFLEMEN 
FAIL IN SEARCH

BLOCK FROM POLICESTATION 


Three Held as Robbers Linked for 
the First Time with Use. 
of a Machine. 


ONE TRIES TO ESCAPE FROM JAIL

While three heavily armed “bandit hounds” 
in automobiles and five special scouts on 
motorcycles were scouring somewhere in 
Chicago last night two real auto bandits 
coolly and deliberately smashed a jewelry 
store window and sped merrily away in a 
gray touring car. 

They even went within a block of the 
Thirty-fifth street police station to commit 
the robbery. They stopped their machine in 
Halsted street half a block south of Thirty- 
aE em pas sixth street. Two of them 

Bandit saurtered up in front of the 
Robbery store of J. Lannes & Co., 
No. 18 8615 South Halsted street. 
: : They stood there a few 
minutea, looking at the jewelry on display. 
Then selecting a place that promised the 
best loot, one hurled a brick through the 
giass. Reaching in he handed several trays 
of jewelry to hie “ pal,’’ took a cuuple him- 
self, and then the two trotted down to their 
machine. 

The articles with which they escaped were 
for the most part emall trinketsestimated to 
be worth about $800. J. Lannes, proprieto: of 
the store, was in the basement and his son, 
Louis, and daughter, May, were the only per- 
sons in the place. 

Girl Tells of Robbery. 

“TI saw two men standing’ in front of the 
window,” seid Mise Lannes, “and then I 
heard the window smashed. It all happened 
before I had any idea what wae going on. 
Then I ran into thé street and people there 
tod me thé two men had run hal? a biock 
down the street and jumped into a gray 
machine standing there. They had disap- 
peared before I got outof the store.”’ 

Miss Lannes sald a witness had given the 
license number of the car to a policeman from 
the Thirty-fifth street station, but this etate- 
ment was denied there. In addition, the 
officers at the station were charged with 
having attempted to conceal the robbery in 
their territory. It was said they violated the 
strict order that all such robberies be re- 
ported at once to the office of Capt. Halpin, 
chief of detectives. Ata late hour it was said 
the case had not been reported there. 

Ap extra “ dreadnought ” added to the fleet 
of police automobile cruisers almost added 
the death of an innocent man to the record 
of the auto bandit epidemic. Abert Alm- 
quast, a chauffeur employed by Max Adler, 

»8 Ellie avenue, marrowly escaped being 
shot when he was mistaken for one of the 
robbers. He was chased by the police patrol 
several miles and finally was arrested after 
he had been shot at eight times. ..e was 
taken at Fullerton and Sheffield avenues 
when his gasoline gave out. Hewas charged 
with driving an automobile while intoixi- 


cated. 
Connect Bandits with Auto. 

For the first time sfnce their arrest the 
three bandits held by the police were con~ 
nected up with an automobile. A reporter 
for Tue Tripune identified them as the 
chauffeur and two passengers of a taxicab 
who were planning to “ get”’ the occupants 
of a private machine. 

The trio—James Mitchell, Robert Saucier, 
and Albert Chafest—were not pointed out, 
but the reporter picked Mitchell as the chauf- 
feur who drove the taxi. The license number 
he noted was 10,326, and that waa the number 
ef the car driven by Mitchell for the Ash- 
land Taxi company. The garage number 
of the machine was 395, and that also was 
in the reporter's memorandum of the af- 
fair. He picked out Saucier and Charest as 
the two men he had heard talking with an 
older man about “ getting ” a party of two 
men and twe women after they left a down- 
town hotel. 

The chase of the taxicab after the pri- 
vate m ne occurred about two weeks ago, 
and it had escaped the reporter's mind until 
a@ patrolman to whose attention it was called 
at the time asked him for his memorandum 
about the machine*numbers, 


Overhears Plot of Men. 

“I'm eure these are the right men,” he 
éaid at the detective bureau, “ but the fourth 
man I saw waa not the one who seemed to be 
arranging the chase after the limousine car. 

“‘T was passing the entrance to the Morri- 
gon hotel on Madison street When I over- 
heard one of three men standing there say 
to the others: ‘ We'll get them when they 
come out.’ That attracted my attention and 
I stopped and stood up near the building line. 
They were two young feliows and an older 
man, poseibly 40 years old. 

‘* Go fix tt up with the chauffeur,’ sald one, 
and the older man went out and talked to 
the driver of a taxi. Then he came back and 
gaid to one of the younger fellows, ‘ Here 
they come now. We'll get them.’ 

“There were tWo men and women came 
out and got into a big black car that had 
just driven up to the curb. When they got 
in the men began kissing and squeezing the 
women. Then these three men who had 
been standing there climbed into the taxi. 
The oldest one told the driver to * follow that 
car, and follow # if it goes te —." 

Saucier Tries to Escape. 

“I just hed time to get the tax! number 
and forgot to secure the number on the 
private car. Later that evening a reporter 
who went over there and asked the police- 
man on the beat to accompany him, found 
the taxi driver and they questioned him. 
He seemed to be scared to death when asked 
about his passengers, but firally fisned out

NEARLY COMPLETE 
Only Interior, Navy, and Treas- 


ury Portfolios Regarded 
as Uncertain. 


BRYAN AT HEAD OF LIST. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

. Weshington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.}— 
President Wilson has practically made 
up his mind as to the men he will invite to 
serve as members of his cabinet. 

Probably no man who has been elected to 
the presidency has confused his visitors as 
to his selections more than has Mr. Wilson. 
Dozens of Democratic senators and members 
of the house have seen the president elect. 
With most of them he hae discussed the qual- 
ifications of various men who have been pro- 
posed as members of hie official family. 
They have left him with a vague notion only 
as to the identity of those upon whom his 
choice finally will rest. 


Latest Slate of Cabinet. | 
The consensus of opinion of the men with 
whom the president elect has talked is that 
the following will be appointed by Mr. Wil- 
gon to the positions indicated: 
WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN of 
Nebraska, secretary of state. 
WILLIAM M’ADOO of New York, 
secretary of war. 
A. MITCHELL PALMER of Penne«- 
sylvania, attorney general. 
LOUIS BRANDEIS of Massachusetts, 
secretary of commerce, 
JOSEPHUS DANIELS of North Care 
olina, postmaster general. 
ALBERT 8S. BURLESON of Texas, 
secretary of agriculture. 


There are four cabinet offices as to the 
chiefs of which the politicians decline to 
speculate. These are the secretaries of the 
interior department, the navy department, 
the treasury department, and the new de. 
partment of Jabor which will be created per- 
hape before March 4. 


Public Land States Protest. 

With respect to the interior department 
Mr. Wilson has announced that he will not 
appoint to this position a man from a public 
lands state. 

The Democratic senators from these states 
have protested against such a decision, 
claiming, in view of the great questions 


the department, it is of the utmost impor- 
tance that the man at its head should be 
equipped with personal knowledge of the 
conditions he must pass upon. 

A man from any other section might easily 
make mistakes which would do harm instead 
of good to the people actually affected be- 
tore he had informed himeelf thoroughly as 
to their situation. 

. Mr. Wilson has refused to heed these pro- 
tests, however, so that it is believed there are 
eliminated from consideration ex-Gov. Haw- 
ley of Idaho, ex-Gov. Osborn of Wyoming, 
Gov. Norris of Montana, Col. R, A. Rogers 
of Oklahoma, Judge King and J. H. Teab of 
Oregon, ex-Mayor James B. Phelan of San 
Francisco, Gov. Hunt of Arizona and Clay 
Tallman of Nevada. 

John Barton Payne Mentioned. 

In his more recent conferences with Demo- 
cratic politicians Mr. Wilson has not dis- 
cussed the secretaryship of state, leaving it 
to be inferred that the selection of Mr. Bryan 
is final. 

He has not been so disinclined to discuss 
timber for the other cabinet offices. Ali- 
though it seems to be regarded as a! most cer- 
tain that Representative Palmer will be 
named ae attorney general, the president 
elect has been willing to talk of other men 
for this place. In this connection friends of 
John Barton Payne of Chicago have present- 
ed his qualifications. 

Mr. Wilson has announced he will not in- 
vite any United States senator t sit in his 


cabinet. The same hoide gooi with respect 


their commonwealths have pending before. 


to Certain leaders of the house, such as Rep- 
resentative Underwood of Alabama. Mr. 
Wilson fully realizes if he is to obtain the leg- 
islation he will advocate he must have the 
support of the etrong men in both branches 
of congress. This consideration is lees im- 
portant as regards the house because of the 
overwhelming Democratic majority tn that 
chamber, which fact !s accountable for his 
willingness to name Congressmen Palmer 
and Burleson.\ 


For Progressives in Party. F 

The Democrats expect to’ have a majority 
of four in the senate, but friction is bound to 
arise between the progressives and the reac- 
tionaries, and Mr. Wileon does not care to 
take frorm the ranke of the former such lead- 
ers as Hoke &mith of George, Gore of Okla- 
homa, and O’Gorman of New York. 

It ie the prediction of the progreesive sen- 
ators who have visited Mr. Wilson that he 
will stand by them as against the reaction- 
aries. 

It has been decided that the preeident elect 
shall take no part in the organization of the 
senate. He has given approval to the har- 
mony program which has been arranged and 
which calls for the election of a committee 
on committees, the service of a majority 
leader for a term of two years only, and the 
organization of a steering committee which 
will Getermine what leginlation shall be 
paseed and what ite character shall be. 

The progressive Democratic senators will 
be in the majority on every committee, and 
even if a reactionary should be at ite bead 
they Will be able by their own efforts as well 
as through the steering, committee to secure 
action in line with the wishes of the presi- 
der t. 

Mr. Wilson's decision to keep “ hands off "’ 
in the senate fight undoubtedly will be grati- 
fying to the reactionaries, while the progres- 
sives, aseured of his moral support, will be 
satisfied.

Chicago Realty Man, Who Ab- 
sconded with Defalcations 
of $60,000, Shot Self, 


CLEW IN PIECE OF PAPER. 


The mystery of. the disappearance of 
Charles A. Lang, bankrupt rea) estate broker 
and alleged defaulter to the extent of $60,000, 
was cleared yesterday when the picture of 
a man who committed sulcide on Nov. 18, 
1912, in Portland, Ore., was identified as that 
of Lang who has been missing from the 
offices of Hammel & Lang, Times building, 
since March 20, 1912. 

A paper found in the pocket of the suicide 
bore the name of A. C. Berndt of Chicago 
B. A. Barret of Portland, who formed the 
acquaintance of Lang while the latter was 
living under the allas of August Bland, cor- 
responded with Mr. Berndt and forwarded 
photographs of the suicide who shot himself 
in the head in a room in the Teton hotel, 
Portland, Ore. 

Beiore kiliing himself Lang destroyed all 
marks of identification, but the one slip of 
paper. 

Otto Fetting, attorney for some of the 
creditors, identified the picture of the Port- 
jand suicide yesterday. 


Two New Year’s Days; a Contrast. 

On New Year's day last year the Langsen- 
tertained friends at their handsome apart-+ 
ments, 1214 Millard avenue. Mr. Lang, then 
a prosperous real estate broker, exchanged 
congratulations with his guests for health, 
wealth, and happiness for the coming year. 
Their daughters—high school students—had 
their friends at the house, too—all happy. 

On New Year's day this year Mrs. Lang, 
now reduced to working as housekeeper in 
other households, spent the day on the second 
floor of a smal! frame building at 716 West 
Fourteenth street. With her were her daugh- 
ters, one 16 years old, the other 18 years old. 
Both of the girls were sick and tired from 
long hours of unaccustomed work behind the 
counters of a loop department store.

Judge Orders District Attorney 


to Start Inguiry by Fed- 
eral Grand Jury. 


MAKES NO ‘DIRECT’ CHARGE 


Sentences Private Banker and Wife 
to Jail Until They Produce

Federal Judge Landis yesterday a@trected 
the district attorney to start a grand jury in- 
vestigaiion of the acts of counsel in conneCe 
tlon with the Kirby private bank scandal. 
The court made the incirect charge that attor- 
neys in the case were guilty of a criminal 
conspiracy to obstruct justice by means of 
subornation of perjury. * 

The judge rade no direct charge in court 
against any attorney by name. But his fn- 
structions to the district attorney to make an 
investiga‘ion “‘ of counsel" were explicit.

“Jucge Landis did not say anything 
against me,” said Attorney O'Donnell at 
night. “I was not in the courtroom, but TI 
know he did not make any charge against

Attorney Houlihan said: “Judge Landis 
made no charge against me.” 

Attorneys Lantry and Rosenthal could not 
be reached fot a statement. 


: Sentences Kirbys to Jail. 

Judge Landis found Dr. William T. Kirby; 
head of the defunct Kirby Savings bank. and 
Mrs. Margaret L. Kirby, his wife, gulity of 
contempt of court and sentenced them to an 
indetérminate sentence in the county ja!l 
until they turn over $30,000 of the bank's 
miss.ng funds. 

The decision was given at the morning ses- 
sion of court in an oral op.nion in which the 
judge denounced the “ wire tapping "’ story 
as a palpable “ frameup,” arraigned the IE- 
nois banking laws for permitting the opera- 
tion of private banks, and intimated the en- 
tire Kirby defense was a mass of perjury. 

Formal sentence was entered by the court 
in the afternoon. The attorneye-for the de- 
fense immediately took the case to the United 
Siates Circuit Court of Appeals and Judge 
Baker granted a writ of supersedeas, on 
which the Kirbys were released pending a 
review of the case on a writ of error. 

Bonds im each case were fixed at $20,000, 
signed by Mrs. Mary J. Durkin of Waukey 
gan, mother of Mrs. Kirby. 


Warrant for Arrest of Witness. 

Aé a first step im the grand jury investiga- 
tion ordered by Judge Landis a warrant was 
issued by United Siates Commissioftier Mark 
A. Foote for the arrest of Roger De Coveriy, 
a witness for the defense, charging perjury.

The charge of perjury ageinst De Coverity 
is on testimony he gave at one of the hearings 
before Judge Landis.

Later, after his former employer had test!- 
fied as to De Coverly’s movements, the man 
admitted this part of his testimony was not 
true. lt alsa was brought out that be had 
served aterm in the bridwell. 

Wilkerson Takes the Trail. 

District Attorney Wilkerson made imme- 


diate preparations to begin grand jury ac- 
tion against the lawyers anc others. He 


followed closely the proceedings before Judge P 


Landis and later by invitation heard the pro- 
ceedings in the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Additional arrests In the case mey follow 
today. , 

At the afternoon session of court and be- 
fore formally entering the order sentencing 
the Kirbys to jail, the court asked the at- 
torneys for the defense if they had any eug- 
gestions to offer. : 

“T have no objection to the orders beitig 
made specific,” sald Attorney Rosenthal 
“* Of course the whole order is obgected to." 

“I mean, ie there anything there, accord- 
ing to your view, that is not entitled to be 
there as being expressive of the court’s judg- 
ment? *’ 

“ Somewhat milder, but otherwise, I don’t 
see anything,” sald Mr. Rosenthal. ‘‘ Now, 
if your honor please, we have bere a petition 
for a writ of error.” 


Landis Turns Down Petition.

Landis Reviews the Case. 
Judge Landis’ review of the case follows: 
‘In order to understand this situation, it 

will be neces*tary to go back to the early days 
of this proceeding, having particular regard 
to the chronology of events. The bankruptcy 
petition against Kirby was what is known 
as an involuntary petition, to bring his af- 
fairs into the bankruptcy court for adminis- 
tration. in behalf of his creditors. That was 
filed on Nov. 2. 

“ An application was made to me the next 
day to appoint a receiver of the estate of 
Kirby. That appointment. was’ made. The 
next day the Probate court entered an order 
appointing one Roger Gorman conservator 
of the estate of this bankrupt 


Effort to Obstruct Administration. 

“Thereupon the conservator, by certain 
lawyers, using the name of the conservator, 
appeared in this court to obstruct the admin- 
istration of this bankrupt’s estate in bank- 
ruptcy, urging that the Probate court had 
jurisdiction of the affairs of this alleged 
bankrupt, who, in fact, as represented tothe 
court. hed been edjudged insane by the 
County court. 

“ Documents were filed here questioning 
the renee of this court, moving the 
court to proceed no further in this matter be- 
cause of the fact that the alleged bankrupt 
Was an insane man. 

“The court overruled these objections to 
jurisfiction, and on the receiver's petition 
get the case down for.an immediate exam- 
ination for the discovery of assets. That 
took place on the evening of Nov. 8. 


Kirby’s Appearance in Court. 

“ Now, on that occasion, in compliance 
with the request of this court communicated 
to Judge Owens, who had adjudged Kirby to 
be insane—and as to how that happened I 
will have more to say later on—Kirby was 
here in the custody of an officer, and, being 

‘here. he took the witness stand as a witness 
called by the recelver—that is to say, the 
opposition interest to Kirby called him and 
put him on the witness stand. 

He assumed and maintained an attitude of 
physical and mental disability, With his hand 
resting on his chest and a ten days’ growth 
of beard on his face, sitting limp in the 
chaltr. 

‘At the beginning he almost fooled: me into 
believing that maybe something was wrong 
with his head. Questions were put to this 
man and the tone of voice and the manner of 
his replies had a tendency to bolster up the 
contention, which afterwards developed to 
be a pure fake and fraud, that he really was 
insane. 


Kirby Under “Mask of Insanity.” 


OE SIMO ree - 


Judge Baddlc« on 
Private Banks. 


F OLLOWING is Judge Landis’ arraign- 

ment of the Illinots banking laws, per- 

miliing the pperation of private banks: 
From day to day evidence was heard 
here in an effort to locate the money of 
this bank (Kirby's). I say money of 
this baik—it* was not a bank—it was a 
mere confidence game. It never had been 
a bank during the entire two vears it 
was in operation under the name of @ 
savings bank. It had no capital, and it 
never Was a moment of that two years 
when, under any banking laws of the 
United States or any state or territory, 
it would not have been shut up. But 
being a private bank, it was beyond the 
right or power or authority of any public 
officer to look into its affairs. 

Such is the law of Illinois in 19158—the 
sacred right of any dishonest man to rent 
a room and put a sign over the door, 
“ Bank,” and take the savings—the scant 
savings of the poor—and steal those scant 
savings; and it fs no public offieer’s right 
to cross the threshold and look at a scrap 
of paper or examine a page of any book 
in that institution. I say that is the law 
of Illinois today. 


Here is Judge Landts’ arraignment of the 


awyérs for the defense in the Kirby case: 

In this matter I desire to say the United 
States district attorney wil! give his ear- 
nest attention to the matters disclosed by 
the record in this Kirby proceeding, with 
a view to determining upon such action 
as he or the grand jury may deem appro- 
priate. ) 

In addition to what the court said this 
morning I will now. only add, by way of 
reminder to the district attorney, that a 
license to practice law is not a permit to 
commit perjury, or suborn witnesses, or 
to conspire for the obstruction of the ad- 
ministration of justice.

memory at all respecting money, where it 
came from, what became of it, who had todo 
with it, and as to which matters, .after the 
mask of insanity was thrown off, as I said 
before, he remembered and testified with 
specific accuracy. 

‘“T have sald he had been adjudged insane 
$n the County court. This thing that hap- 
pened—that Judge Owens was misied into 
doing-—shows what any judge may be induced 
to do by dishonest people using perjury and 

«fraud to deceive a judge info an erroneous 
2 judgment respecting the matter before him. 


Insanity Proceeding Reviewed. 
‘The evidence submitted to Judge Owens 
Ben the insanity inquiry—and it was an ex parte 
bearing, as most of those hearings are—was 
taken with William T. Kirby, Margaret L. 
Kirby, and Thomas B. Lantry, their lawyer, 
present. It is my duty, in disposing of this 
matter, to mention the names of the partici- 
pants. A doctor was called as a witness— 
James G. Kiernan—and he testified that he 
bed made an examination of Kirby; that he 
was of unsound mind and ought to be shut up 
taken away. Margaret L. Kirby then 
stated, under oath, that her husband had 
been ill for two years and a half. This is 
after the doctor testified that Kirby was of 
-~wunsound mind. 
* Following this. Mrs. Kirby stated under 
-@ath her husband had been ill for two years 
sand a half; that his condition was such that 
: he had had to give wp the practice of his pro- 
fession as a doctor of medicine. 


Facts Hidden from Judige Owens, 

“The fact was, as disclosed here, that at 

that. moment when she made that statement 

to Judge Owens under oath, to induce him 

to adjudicate her husband to be an insane 

man, Idr. Kirby had not practiced medicine 
' for two gears, and had for nearly two years 
gcarried on the operation at that place on 
~ South Ashland avenue called a bank. 

“ This fact Mrs. Kirby, when she testified 
_~never mentioned to Judge Owens, and 
* Thomas B. Lantry did not call it to Judge 
* Owens’ attention as he stood by, but per- 
= mitted the perjury to mislead the County 
~ judge into that erroneous adjudication that 
client was an insane man. 

“This hearing before Judge Owens took 

place three days after Kirby and his wife 
x had carried away from the Kirby bank ‘in 
~ gripsacks $20,000 of currency. That fact was 
» mot mentioned to Judge Owens as having 
* eccurred seventy-two hours before. 


“In Justice to Judge Owens.” 

“I mention these facts respecting the hear- 
tne before Judge Owens if justice to him in 
the presence of these members of the bar. 

“The adjudication was followed by the 
appointment, by the Probate judge, of one 

- Gorman as conservator, and as I have ine 
dicated, the appointment of Gorman as con- 
Sservator was used here in every step that 
wae taken in this court by these people to 
_cloud the jurisdiction of this court and, 
if powsibie, get the case out of this court. 
> “Witimately Judge Owens vacated his or- 
* Aer aijudicating Kirby insane, the effect of 
which was to knock the propsout from under 
the claim of right and title of the conserve- 
or, 

‘“Brom day to day thereafter evidence was 
fheard here in an effort to locate the money 
wef thie bank. I say of this bank—it was not 
@ bemk, it was a mere confidence game. 


Mrs. Kirby Brought Into Case. 

“ This hearing went on here day after day, 
and finally there was such a situation pre- 
sented that the receiver presented a petition 
for a rule on Margaret L. Kirby to show 
cause why she should not be ordered to turn 

over to the receiver $20,000 In money. 

“This rule was followed and preceded by 
facts which disclosed that on the morning of 
Oct. 29 the bankrupt’s nephew, who wee his 
employé at this thing caNed a bank, at the 
bankrupt’ ete had gotten currency on the 
benkrupt’s check from the Stockmen’s Trust 
and Savings bank. where Kirby carrieéa de- 
posit—an alleged deposit. 

“The showing was that Mrs. Kirby had 
called at Kirby's bank and carried away 
$10,000 in currency. The next day she came 
downtown with Kirby’s employé, Dan, and, 
using) the check of a man named Trisha. at a 
downtown bank, got $10,000 in currencr, 
which $10,000 Dan turned over to Mrs. Kirby 
in an automobile in the neighborhood of 
Fitty-fifth street. 

“ Subsequent to this order on Mrs. Kirby 
an order was entered on Dr. Kirby to show 
cause why he should not be ruled. toturn over 
$10,000 which the evidence showed he had 
carried away in a valise from hig piace of 
business on the morning of Oct. 29, that being 
the day Mrs. Kirby had carried away $10,000. 


“Jt. was this order-on Dr. Kirby that re- | 


_ 


stored his mentality. He got shaved, straight- 
ened up, and from that time on had the'ap- 
pearance and demeanor of any ordinary per- 
son under the necessity of seeking some kind 
of an avenue of excape fromcrime. He an- 
swered—he testified; and there has not been, 
from that day to this, the shadow of a suspi- 
cion of justification or excuse for talk about 
insanity. 
‘And in substance that is what they (Dr. 
Kirby and his wife) testified: That on Oct. 
29 William T. Kirby, in accordance with an 
agreement made with a stranger, came down- 
town to meet that stranger at the Blackstone 
hotel in order that the stranger might take 
Kirby to a place where Kirby was going to be 
tipped off on a horse race—a sure thing. "That 
after Kirby met this Stranger at the hotel he 
remained there, waiting for Mrs. Kirby, 
whom he had previously directed to call at 
the Kirby bank and get another $10,000 that 
was to be brought there by a messenger from 
Triska’s bank. This Triska did and when it 
got to Kirby’s bank it was given to Daniel 
Kirby and Danie! turned it over to Mrs. Kirby. 
It was placed in an é@velope and Mrs. Kirby 
entered an automobile.and drove to the Black- 
stone. 


The Auto Ride with the Money. 

” Now, their statements are-—and in essen- 
tials they agree—when. that automobile got 
to the Blackstone hotel Dr. .Kirby and this 
stranger came out and gotin, Dr. Kirby hav- 
ing the gripsack in which he had carried 
away the $10,000. 

“The automobile drove 
street and Wabashavenue. There Kirby and 
the strange man got out, Kirby having the 
gripsack, which at that time contained $2 
000. The automobile drove away and Mrs. 
Kirby went home. 

‘* Kirby's evidence is that he went with this 
stranger from that place to a house on Mich- 
igan avenue. There was all the parapher- 
nalia that goes with a pool shop, as testified 
before me. They had atelegraph Instrument 
which clicked and they had other things said 
to have to do with créating the semblance 
of a poolroom. 

“ They sat down there, and in the couge of 
time this stranger tipped off to Kirb¥ the 
horse to bet on, which Kirby says he did, and 
that he and the horse both lost. Twenty 
thousand dollars, he says . in that way he was 
victimized out of. 

** Now, these statentents of these people do 
not stand alone. Witnessee were brought 
here in corroboration. 

‘For instance, tosshow you what a de- 
gree of perfection the matter of producing 
testimony has reachéd in this community, 
these people were even able to bring in the 
electrician, who stated that a black boy, ona 
certain date—and it was the right date to fit 
in this testimony—weeks before had brought 
to the electrician’s shop a telegraph instru- 
ment with a foot attachment to be adjusted 
and that he adjusted it and the black boy 
took it away.

Testimony Per Force Questionable. 
“Tt must be perfectly obvious to every- 
body connected with this litigation that the 
only possible effect of a statement under 
Oath by’ elther of these two respondents 
wouid be to rather tend to establish the exact 
opposite of what they would say. 

‘Mrs. Kirby even stated after saying her 
husband got into that' automobile with 
strange man and She handed her husband 
the $10,000, that she thought nothing strange 
about that transaction.

‘* Furthermore, it appears from the rec- 
ord that Mr. Houlihan appeared here on 
Nov. 8 and expressly entered his appearance 
as attorney, with Thomas B. Lantry, for 
Roger Gormen, the coneervator of the es- 
tate of W. T. Kirby. ‘The record shows 
that—and subsequently with other pergeons 
here—he and his partner and Mr. O”"Don- 
nell signed the petition of! Mrs. Mary Dur- 
kin, setting forth her claim and demand 
against the estate of the bankrupt, WiJliam 
T. Kirby, based upon a $5,000 promissory 
note. 

‘I refer to these facts only that these 
gentlemen may know that while they testi- 
fied here and represented here, day after 
day, various things to me, they did not fool 
me; that ultimately I recognize, as would 
probably have been apparent to any judge 
of even ordinary intelligence at the begin- 
ning, that this whole thing was a frame- 
up, a criminal conspiracy partictpated in by 
lawyers, one of the instrumentalities in the 
carrying into effect of which was the subor- 
nation of perjury.

New York, Jan. 9.—Col. Theodore Roose- 

velt replied today to a proposal advanced by 
Frank A. Munsey yesterday to bring the 
Progressive and th® Republican parties to- 
gether. 
' “TT am simply speaking as one of the men 
‘in the ranks of the Progressive party,”’ said 
‘the colonel. “ Personally, I strongly feel 
-that we should no more enter into a combina- 
‘tion with the Republican machine than with 
the Democratic machine. 

‘*I firmly believe that all good Progressives, 
Wo may happen yet to adhere to either the 
Republican party or the Democratic party. 
willin the end see that the chance for honest 
government ahd for the practical achieve- 
ment of social and industrial justice lies in 
the Progressive party, and only in the Pro- 
gressive party. 

All Honest Men Welcome. 


“ We welcome all honest men who believe 
‘a our principles. If they come in with us 
they shall have exactly the share that any 
other people have of the party manage- 
ment. 

‘**T hold that we are under the same obli- 
gations to ex-Democrats, like Judge Lindsey 
‘and, Don Dickinson, as to any ex-Repub- 
licans. 

“To my mind the whole attitude of those 
at present responsible for the leadership 
and management of the Republican party 
ghows that it would be folly to try to com- 
bine with them.”’ 


Cites Republican “Triumph.” 
, Mr. Roosevelt referred to a recent speech 
dy President Taft in which ne saiu “ the 
result of the Chicago convention was a 
triumph for the permanence <f Republican 
institutions.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt then reviewed the elections 
in Arizona, Michigan, Indiana, Washington. 
California, and some other states wnere the 
Progressives received heavy ‘otes, and 
added: 

“The ‘triumph’ for the permanence of 
Republican institutions of which Mr. Taft 
speaks was the triumph of fraud and theft, 
and it was rebuked by the figures I have 
given above in the various districts in which 
it was perpetrated 

; “ Until the managers of the Republican 
‘party learn that theft and traud and swind- 
ling the people and imposing the vill of 
‘the bosses, when they declare by a two to 
‘one majority at the primaries in the reverse 
lway, is not the method in which to achieve 
ithe triumph of the permanence of Hepublican 
‘imstitutions it is idle to discuss getting 
together with them.”

Elsewhere in his statement Mr. Roosevelt

‘*‘Moreover.” continues the statement, “‘the 
@octrine of the present Republican managers 
about the courts is just at present being 
practically applied in Idaho. The courts of 
Idaho are acting along the linés that Mr. 
Taft, Mr. Barnes, and the other Republican 
Jeaders uphold and defend. 

“The Progressives take the same view of 
the Idaho case that Abraham Lincoln took 
of the Dred Scott case. We take the same 
view of justice that Lincoln took, and of the 
rights of the people to be masters of the con- 
stitution, of the courts, and of the congress 
that Lincoln took.” wie 

In conclusion Mr. Roosevelt said: 

‘* All honest men who believe in these 
principles, both as regards those set forth 
in the platform and those in accordance with 
which we manage the party, will be wel- 
comed into our ranks. 

‘‘ We will treat them on an entire equality 
with ourselves, and will work hand in hand 
and shoulder to shoulder with them for the 
betterment of the social, industrial, and 
political conditions of this great nation.”

Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—Resolutions ‘“* con- 
demning’’ any proposal for amalgamation 
with the Republican party were adopted by 
the state committee of the Progressive party 
of Massachusetts today.

Under the ruling of the 
attorney general, none of the minor state 
officers can qualify until] Gov. Elect Dunne is 
installed. 


McKinley Boom Goes Glimmering. 

After the sixteenth ballot there was a recess 
until 3 o'clock. There had been no substan- 
tial change in the relative standing of the 
contestants. There was talk of a central- 
ization of Democratic effort upon Willlam 
McKinley of Chicago. 

The report was that there would be Re- 
publican votes cast for him, based upon the 
“dope” that Former Speaker Shurtleff 
would be rewarded with the short term sen- 
atorship as a result. Nothing came of this. 

On the twenty-second ballot most of the 
Rapp votes went to Willlam A. Hubbard, the 
candidate of the anti-Lorimer Democrats. 
The twenty-fourth ballot, the last taken, was 
just about the same as the tenth. 


Meany Conferences Without Result. 
There are conferences in plenty tonight, 
but none which show signs of developing 
anything which looks like a breaking of the 
deadlock tomorrow.

Secretary Neumann reported that five new 
societies with a combined membership of 660 
have joined the organization. Thisincreases 
the list to 766 societies with a total member- 
ship of 185,000. 


DEVICE GETS EDISON MEDAL. 


Inventor to Receive Rathenau Prize for 
Arrangement Reducing Dan- 
ger to Toilers. 


New York, Jam 9.—The invention by Thom- 
as A. Edison of a storage battery device 
which reduces danger to the lives and health 
of workers employed.in mines, tunnels, sub- 
marine boats, and other places where explo- 
sive gases generate has won for Mr. Edison 
the honor of being the first recipient in this 
country of the Rathenau medal, according to 
announcement here tonight. 

This medal, once presented by the German 
emperor to Dr. Emil Rathenau, was loaned 
to the American Museum of Safety, which 
will award a replica each year to the inventor 
of the best device in the electrical industry 
for safeguarding life. 

Mr. Edison will receive the medal Jan. 23.

Wilson will 
speak at the Blackstone hotel tomorrow 
night on “ The Future Business of the Coun- 
try,’ has: received a request direct from 
New Jersey to announce that Gov. Wilson 
will not accept any other invitations while 


here. 

This message was interpreted by politicians 
to mean that the president elect has de- 
cided to keep out of the legislative tangle. 
It is expected, however, that Governor Elect 
Dunne and other Democratic leaders will 
try to get the party chieftain’s ear. 


Sleuths to Guard Wilson. 

Two secret service men accompanying 
Gov. Wilson probably will see that he is not 
pulled into embarrassing conferences. 

Gov.“Wlilson will arrive over the Pennsyl- 
vania at 2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. He 
will leave the train at Englewood, where he 
will be met by President Carr of the Com- 
mercial] club and David B. Jones. He will 
be taken in a closed automobile to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Jones at 1435 Astor street. 

Gov. Wilson will rest at the Jones residence 
until evening, when he will go to the Black- 
stone banquet. Only members of the Com- 
mercial club and invited guests will attend 
this function. 


Women to Hear President Elect. 
" Seats have been reserved for women in the 
gallery. After his speech Gov. Wilson will 
be taken back to the Jones residence, where 
he will spend the night. 

Sunday morning the president elect will be 
the guest of President Carr of the Commer- 
clal club at his home, 1130 Lake Shore drive.

HE STUMBLED UPON PLOT. 


Says Hearst Agent Told Prowlers 
What to Take. 


Willie W.* Winkfleld, subpeenaed by th 
United States senate investigating com mit- 
tee to tell what he knows of the theft of 
the Standard Oil letters from the office of 
the company at 283 Broadway, New York, 
eight or nine years ago, gave a fairly full 
statement yesterday as he was planning to 
leave Chicago for. Washington. 

The government's failure to supply travel- 
ing expenses to the negro, who has been 
out of work as a waiter during three weeks, 
made the time of his departure uncertain, 
but he expected to leave today. 

Winkfield readily admitted complicity in 
the theft, but asserted vehemently it was 
not his plan. He said he had been in the 
Standard employ about seven years, serving 
as information clerk for the office of John 
D. Archbold, president. 

In this service he was intrusted with the 
file of signatures of each person who en- 
tered Archbold’s office, and it was on a late 


return to the office to get the key to this file 


which brought him unexpectedly on those 
he calls the real thieves. He said he would 
divulge everything to the senate committee, 
adding he had been hoping for the opportu- 
nity for weeks. 


Makes Subpeena Service Easy. 

The serving of the subpeena on Winkfleld 
Wednesday was not difficult. Expecting a 
federal deputy marsha! to call for him, he 
left word at the saloon of “ Billy’’ Gum, 
Twenty-ninth and State streets, that he 
would be in the office of his attorney, rrank- 
lin A. Denison, former assistant corporation 
counsel, in the Delaware building. 

A few minutes later Deputy Davis entered 
the saloon, received the message, went to 
the Delaware building and identified himself, 
and was immediately allowed to serve the 
paper on Winkfield. In Mr. Denison’s office 
a little later the negro told his story. 

** When I returned that night for my keys,”’ 
he said, “‘I stumbled across Charles Stump, 
an office man, and Frank Morrell, an office 
boy, at the letter files. They were badly 
scared and begged me to say nothing. They 
said I could make good money. I was sore 
at the time because the office would not in- 
crease my pay, and I joined their plan. 


Knew Hearst Employe Was There. 

“ Frankly, I did not know what the letters 
contained. I knew some one in the employ 
of Hearst was telling them what to get, for 
I went with Stump with the photographs 
made from the letter files, and waited in the 
corridor of the Hearst offices until he came 
down with either the photographs or the 
money he got for it. 

“We split three ways on the money—I 
thought—though now I am told Hearst paid 
$34,000 in all, and I certainly never got any- 
thing like a third of that amount. I'm poor 
now. 

‘Later Stump and I started a saloon and 
I kept putting money into it until I sold out. 
Since then I have not seen him and have 
no idea where either he or Morrell is. I 
came to Chicago in September. 1911, and have 
been working as a railroad car waiter ever 
since.”’ 

The senate committee has been investigat- 
ing the theft and subsequent publication of 
the letters and telegrams in the Hearst pa- 
pers. Most of the private correspondence 
was withheld for some time before it was 
used. 


Made Unpleasantness for Foraker. 

When it was published it made things un- 
pleasant for Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio. 
Hearst's testimony before the committee was 
In effect that the results warranted the 
means of getting the letters. 

The Standard Oil people ale@ have been do-. 
ing a little investigating, and one of their 
men, Gilchrist Stewart, a New York negro 
lawyer, was in Chicago conferring with 
Winkfield last month. He had a few exper'l- 
ences which he announced he would tell the 
committee in detail].

HOPES FOR A REVERSAL. 


Retiring Governor in Message to : 


Legislature Suggests Pro- 
gressive Laws. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 9.—[Special. }—Gov. 
Marshall, in his retiring message to the In 
diana legislature, advised progressive legis- 
lation and condemned the Supreme court fn- 
junction which forbade submitting to the 
voters at the last election a proposition fora 
new state constitution. 

“The permanent injunctiof was issued,” 
he said, “* upon a divided opinion, three mem- 
bers of the court being in favor of the in- 
junction and two against it. 

“ With utmost respect for the majority of 
the Supreme court, I felt that it had usurped 
the functions of the legislativeand executive 
branches of government, and that such de- 
cisions gave greater impetus to the recall of 
judges and decisions than all the opinions of 
mere laymen touching the usurpations of 
the courts. Yet I realized I might be wrong. 


Sees Usurpation by Court. 

“Though believing it was making of the 
Supreme court the only branch of govern- 
ment which we had, still I felt that an order- 
ly procedure with respect for the court, how- 
ever little respect. I might hold for its opin- 
lon, was the one for me to pursue. 

“TI felt assured that the Supreme court of 
the United States would not. punish me for 
trying to be a law abiding citizen by refusing 
to decide the great questions involved in this 
controversy upon the theory that they were 
not judicial, but political in their character. 

“ The majority opinion leaves the state .n 
doubt as to whether it can even cail a con- 
st/tutional convention, and as to whether ovr 
fathers did not foreclose upon posterity its 
right to alter ahd reform its system of gov- 
ernment. 


Hope for a Reversal. 

‘It also leaves involved a far greater de- 
termilination—that of the right of the court 
to strip the legislature and executive of 
their constitutional rights and to set itseif 
up, not as a codrdinate, but as a supreme 
branch of government. 

“In accordance with these views I have 
sued out a writ of error to the Supreme court 
of the United States with confidence that that 
court will decide the questions involved and 
with confidence that it will not dismiss the 
case and tell me that if I thought I was right 
I should have disregarded the decision of 
the Supreme court, defied its. authority, 
thrown its sheriff out of my window, called 
out the militia to defend my position, and 
submitted the question to the people regard- 
less of the court.’’

Marriages”’ in Babylonia. 


LIBERAL ALIMONY PAID. 


Wife at Fault Must Receive Physical 
Punishment.

In the well regulated and highly developed 
city of Babylon during the reign of Hammu- 
rabi about 2230 B. C. divorce with alimony 
was a common occurrence. 

*“*Prominent members of clube ” figured in 
divorce courts and scandals furnished the 
city with gossip. Having been granted a 
divorce, a man would pay. liberal alimony to 
hie wife and publish the information that 
should any one marry the divorcée he would 


not object. 


Marriage by Contract, 

Thie contribution to the knowledge of the 
early ways of .the human race is given by 
the Rev. Samuel A. B. Mercer of the West- 
ern Theological seminary. He has com- 
pleted translations of Babylonian cuneiform 
inscriptions. The results are given in the 
American Journal! of Semitic Languages and 
Literature, issued yesterday by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago press. 

“ Marriage contracts,” writes Dr. Mercer, 
‘*made provisions for possible disagree- 
ments and divorce. If the husband left his

“In some contracts provisions were made 
for the care of the parents by the newly 
married couple. The expression of repudia- 
tion was ‘ ul as-as-ti,’ ‘ thou are not my wife,’ 
or ‘ul mu-tiat-ta," ‘thou are not my hus- 
band.’ 

‘The release contracts are very much like 
marriage certificates and are interesting in 
that they contain an unusual point of ritual. 
One case may be taken to illustrate their 
peculiarities. The father. enoints the fore- 
head of his son az a sign that the son must 
support him aslong as he lives. The brothers 
and sister; agree to this. If the son here- 
after says to his father, ‘thou are not my 
father,’ he is to be punished with the pun- 
ishment of free men.”

TRACHOMA. 

RACHOMA is another disease which 
the old style health officer migsed 
completely. He might pore over death 
returns as long as he pleased and still 
be in ignorance of trachoma. A health 

department which concerned itself with dis- 
eases Usually fatal would noviss it entirely. 
It is not until health departments become 
interested in increasing efficiency that they 
take notice of trachoma, for trachoma blinde, 
but does not kill. 

It is not until health departments go 
gunning for defects, calling the adventure 
sanitary surveying or health surveying, oF 
some similar name, that trachoma is thought 
worth while. The man with trachoma 
must be sought out. Rarely does he come 
of his own accord, The condition is so mild, 
so aymptomless, so free from pain, so slowly 
progressive that the subject sees the 
shadows slowly close around him, the light 
slowly fade away, and makes little effort to 
save himself or makes some effort, but is 
easily discouraged. 

The government has inspectors who try 
to turn back immigrants with trachoma 
because, at one time, it was a Buropean dis- 
ease and we thought our uncrowded people 
were free from it. 

Some good authorities hold that trachoma 
is not a specific disease due to one germ, but 
that it may develop from any cases of neéeg- 
lected sore eyes. These people hold that, 


and the same towel, the “ sore eyes” of the 


‘one presently become the trachoma of the 


group. At any rate, trachoma is now as 
abundant in the United States as in Europe, 

Kentucky is making a trachoma survey. 
They have examined about 4,000 people in 
Knott, Perry, Leslie, Breathitt, Lee, Ows- 
ley, and Clark counties and have found that 
about one out of every eight has trachoma, 
Six of these countries are in the mountgins 
and one is in the blue grass country. 

The physicians at the Hebrew dispensary 
have no trouble in finding cases by the hun- 
dred among the people who come to them. 
The probability is that a nationwide survey 
would show trachoma in all parts of the 
United States and among all classes of peo- 
ple. 

We of the city are wont to think there 
is no sickness and disability among the 
people who live in the pure air and sunlight 
of the mountains. The people of the neg- 
lected mountain country see the great ma- 
chinery for human care in the cities and 
conclude there can be no eyes developing 
trachoma from neglect in such surroundings, 

There is an Arkansas story of a log camp 
lad who marveled at the clothes brushes, 
shoe brushes, hair brushes, tooth brushes, 
towels and soap of a city visitor and ex- 
“Is yo’ always that much trouble 
to yo’sef?” The heart of the trachoma situ- 
ation is in being trouble to “ yosef.”” Care 
of the eyes by one’s self, by the parent, by 
physicians, by the schoo] authorities, by 
boards of health.

HERE is one sovereign in Europe who 

never goes to bed from one year’s 

end to the other, who has not, indeed, 

slept in a bed for nearly a quarter ofa 

century. He is the present sultan of 
Turkey. 

Like his elder brother, ex-Sultan Abdul 
Hamid, he is superstitious. When he was 

uch younger a fortune teller from Salonikl, 
who was visiting his harem, while relieving 
him of the fear of assassination, of which 
he then, as now, stood in dread, predicted 
that he would die In bed. 

Ever since he has avoided beds, and sleeps 
on a divan or couch in a sitting position, re- 
clining against a Pilipapayhich leans against 
the wall. 

By this means apparently he expects to live 
forever, although his health is, according to 
all accounts, In a shocking condition, in- 
finitely worse, indeed, than that of ex-Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, who is now in a palace on 
the Asiatic shores of the Dardanelles.

The Saloniki fortune tellers have long been 
famous in Turkey, and are welcome visitore 
in all the harems. They are women of 
Spanish-Jewish descent, with a strong strain 
of Gitana blood in their veina. 

They ere descended from the Jews ex- 
pelled from Spain by King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella, by Emperor Charlies V., and 
Philip Il. 

In Charles V.'s time a vast ngmber of 
these exiles were Invited by Sultan Seliman 
to settle in his dominions, and he encouraged 
them: to establish themselves at Saloniki, 
believeing that they might be of use to him 
in his warfare against Germany, In an eco- 
nomic if not in a military sense. 

Their descencants have remained Jews 
and have retained the Spanish language to 
this day.

The castle is an old fortress of the marches 
of Wales, was bullt by Edward |, upon rising 
ground in a dish of mountains, and takes it 
name of Ruthyn from Rhyddin, the Welsh 
for the hue of the stone employed in its con- 
struction. , 

In 1282 it was granted by the crown to one 
Reginald de Grey, from whom the Lords 
Grey de Ruthyn descend. 

It underwent many vicissitudes [In the 


) course of history, wag seized on one occasion 


by Owen Glendower, and was besieged and 
taken also by Gen. Nutton, one of the prin- 
cipal commanders of Oliver Cromwell, who 
pronounced it to be “the most convenient 
place for a garrison fn all north Wales, as 
things now stand with us.” 

The castle is extremely interesting, In 
fact, its interest may be said to be almost 
inexhaustible since the full extent of the

great area of dungeons underground never 
has been entirely explored. 

With its grand octagon tower, its ancient 
walls, its moat, its stately terraces, it con- 
stitutes a particularily appropriate back- 
ground and setting for those Eisttedfeds, so 
atrangely suggestive of old Wales that have 
often been held there.

At Ruthyn eastle, Col. Cornwallis West al- 
ways has been obliged to maintain a con- 
siderable state and was overwhelmed with 
obligations of every kind as lord lieutenant 
of the county.

Dr. Dubbe’s Programme Study Class. 
During the last two years so many requests 
have come to Dr. Criticus Flub-Dubbe for a 
repetition of his lecture on the Double-Bass 
that the doctor gave it again yesterday, to 
the great joy of his Programme Study Class. 
‘‘ When Bottesini played the contrabasso,” 
said Dr. Dubbe, ‘‘ he employed an instrument 
much smalier than the double~-bassa with 
which you are familiar. This instrument, 
technically known as the doghouse, is quite 
as well suited to solo work as is the side- 
drum or tympani, and has a much wider 
compass. If you stretch a clothesline 
across a washboard and saw vigorously on 
it with a rosined broomhandle you get an 
excellent notion of the peculiar color of the 
double-bass. The odd thing about the dog- 
house is that the harder you saw it the less 
sound you evoke, so 1, would be possible, if 
the strings held out, to saw with such 
energy as to produce absolute silence. 

‘You ask why it is heard so platfhly in the 
orchestra. Ah, that is because it is doubled 
by cello or bassoon. To produce sound the 
double-bass has to collaborate with an in- 
strument which will double in the octave 
above; that is why it is called the double- 
bass. The explanation ts found in the law 
that the number of vibrations per second of 
a string is proportional to the square root 
of its tension, and the further fact that the 
number of vibrations varies inversely as the 
thickness of the string. If this is not per- 
fectly clear let me add that the number of 
vibrations of a string is inversely propor- 
tional to the square root of its density. And 
if the slightest obscurity remains you have 
only to be informed that the number of vi- 
brations is inversely proportional to the 
length of the string.” 

“ Perfectly transparent,” said Miss Gay 
Votte. “ But tell us, if the cello or bassoon 
should play out of tune, would the doghouse 
have to follow suit? Or doesn’t it matter?” 

“The doghouse is not expected to be in 
tune,” replied Dr. Dubbe; “ hence the strong, 
acrid flavor of that remarkable instrument. 
The father of Brahms was a doghouse play- 
er, and he had no illusions about the ac- 
curacy of his medium. *‘ Meler,’ sald he to 
another double~bass performer, over a double 
liter of beer, *‘ Meier, it is only by accident 
that we play in tune.’ ”

He did not condemn in so many words the

“JT am afraid,’ he said, ‘‘ some people are 
letting sentiment run away. with them, to 
the serious detriment of the community,” 

Then the mayor gave out the following 
statement, which he said had been handed 
him: 

‘‘In the last month forty-seven dangerous 
convicts were paroled from Joliet to Chi- 
cago, thirteen more than were released by 
reason of serving their terms. 

"In the same month the parole board re- 
leased to Chicago twenty convicts from the 
southern Illinois penitentiary. The offenses 
of these men range from manslaughter and 
attempted murder to robbery and burglary, 
and some of the men have been paroled two 
and three times before.. Others have been 
in the penitentiary three or four times. 


Chicago Dumping Ground, 

“In other words, Chicago in December 
was made the dumping ground for sixty- 
seven convicts, some of whom were fen- 
tenced from Cook county and others from 
down the state, but all under the terms of 
their parol must come to Chicago.” 

The mayor has their picturesand displayed 
them last night. He also has the names of 
all the convicts and the persons to whom 
they were paroled. 

This list showe the persons are released 
after incarceration for burglary, robbery. lar- 


ceny, assault to kill, murder, horee stealing, 
manslaughter, confidence game, forgery, 
arson. 

Friends of the mayor who have looked at 
the pictures of the twenty southern Illinois 
convicts informed him they have seen rome 
of them on fhe street. 

The mayor also has reports showing James 
Sullivan and John E. Morgan, who have fig- 
ured tn police cases recently, are ex-oonvicts. 


Fail to Arrest Criminals. 
Referring to the report he had before him, 
the mayor said the writer, whose name he did 
not diselose, found much of the lawlessness 
in Chicago is due to the “failure to arrest 
professional criminals "’ and to “ inadequate 
punishment for those convicted of crimes,”

FITNESS MUST BE PROVED. 


Would Limit Manual Training 
to Pupils Who Have Stand- 
ing Above 90.

Calls Methods Insufficient. 

I have made these citations for the double 
purpose of proving to you: 

. The absolute insufficiency of present school 
methods and that for the deplorable di- 
vergence of opinions of our professional ed- 
ucators the. citizens’ intervention towards 
improving this condition becomes necessary. 

Before entering upon a closer analysis of 
this subject we may concede the following 
points: 

That the age from 14 to 16 is the crux of our 
educational troubles. : 

That the teachers as a class can have but 
secondary interest and that, therefore, the 
primery interest of the parents must be the 
motive power for any reforms in that direc- 
tion. 

That the question of wages primarily con- 
cerns the boy, who by natural and socia! 
laws is destined to marry and provide for the 
family, while the girl, by operation of the 
same law, upon marriage ceases or is ex- 
pected to cease to be a producer of wagers, 
and, therefore, this argument is made more 
largely in the interest of the boy. 


Cites Massachusetts Report.

CLASH AT WOMEN'S LBA 


Woodrow Wilson’s Alleged Sup- 
port of Candidate the Cause. 


MRS. CROSBY SHOWS WRATH. 


Calls Members Narrow Minded After 
Her Defeat at Election. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—A statement 
that President Elect Wilson and Senator 
O'Gorman of New York had indorsed Mrs. 
Steven B. Ayres for the presidency of the 
Woman’s National Democratic league 
caused dissension in debates at the second 
day's session of the convention of that organi- 
zation here. 

Mrs. M. T. Scott, president genera) of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, had ascended 
the platform to make her speech nominat- 
ing Mrs. Ayres, when she was asked by Mrs. 
John Sherwin Crosby, the president, to step 
down and speak from the floor. The an- 
nouncement caused much diseatisfaction 
among the delegates. 

Mrs. Scott, after declaring she had been 
insulted, began her nomination speech, in 
which she said Mrs. Ayres had been in- 
dorsed for the office by President Elect Wil- 
son and Senator O'Gorman. 

Nominating and seconding epeeches dis- 
played much feeling at times, and it was 
with difficulty that the chair was able to 
maintain a semblance of order. 


Mrs. Ayres New President. 

The greatest show of feeling came when 
the election for president had been completed 
and the announcement made that Mrs. Ayres 
had been elected. 

At this point Mrs. Crosby, from the chair 
said: 

“IT am very glad, ladies, that you have 
elected a new president. Regarding the 
statement referring to Mr. Wilson, I wish 
to say both Mr. and Mrs. Wilson are friends 
of mine, andeI know he would not interfere 
in an election of this organization. I pro- 
pose that he ghal! hear how his name has 
been brought into this affair. 

“TIT have lost the election because of the 
question of whether I am a free trader and 
single taxer or not, and since this is the case 
I do not care to preside over such a narrow 
minded set of women.”’

NEEDS FACTS ON SERVICE. 


Arguments For and Against 
‘Nickel First’’ System Also 
‘Requested.

He was instructed to make division of the

increases in wages and.annua! charges for | 


the employés’ pension fund and deducting 
them from this “ surplus ” he will arrive at 
the amount that may be used in the reduc- 
tion of rates. 


Want Report on Service. 

In addition to this he was instructed to 
present to the committee a statement on the 
several kinds of telephone service—business, 
residence, etc.—showing which classes are 
profitable and which are operated at a loss. 
With these figures before it the committee 
believes it can outline how the amount avail- 
able for reductions should be applied to the 
severa! kinds of service. 

Bemis also was ordéred to present to the 
committee a report on the arguments for 
and against the “ nickel first ’’ service, the 
Possibility of the installation of telephone 
meters, the advisability of creating’a neigh- 
borhood exchange in Edison park, and the 
request of the board of education for free 
service from the schools throughout the city 
to its downtown offices. 

It was estimated the report should be ready 
in two weeks and that the committee may 
complete its labors on this problem in an- 
other week or two. By that time the in- 
vestigation of rates for electric Nght and 
power will be ready for consideration. Ray 
Palmer, city electrician, who has charge of 
this work, told the committee he and his 
associates have almost completed their 
study of the affairs of the Commonwealth 
Edison company. 


More Time Needed. 

“If the committee desires it,”” he said, “I 
can assure you the report wijl be ready at 
the end of three weeks, but I believe the al- 
lowance of another week or two would be of 
sufficient benefit to warrant the delay. We 
are now going thoroughly Into the matter 
of intangible values, such as going value, 
overhead charges, and similar items, and can 
do better work if given a Mttle more time.” 

Reports on the quality of gas furnished 
by the People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
were considered briefly, but they showed 
few violations of the requirement fora min!- 
mum of 22 candle power, and they were 
placed on file.

ORDERED TO JAIL AND FINED. 


No Man Can Stoop Much Lower than to 
Cheat Poor Workingwomen, Says 
Judge Carpenter. 


“No man can stoop much lower than to 
cheat poor innocent working women out of 
their hard earned wages,” said Judge Car- 
penter yesterday to Robert Koch, whom he 
sentenced to three months in the county jail 
and a fine of $250 was imposed by the court 
for fraud through the mails. 

Koch pleaded guilty to cheating working 
women out of 10 cents by advertising that 
women could earn $5 to $6 a week at home by 
copying names and addresses. 

He had received from 400 to 500 letters a 
day at times, each letter containing 10 cents 
from a woman who wanted to earn money at 
home. He said he did it because he had 
“been stung” that way himself. 

Alfred H. Monroe, president of the Globe 
association, South State street mail order 
house, was fined $5,000 by Judge Landis yes- 
terday on an indictment charging fraudulent 
use of the mails. 

Monroe pleaded nolo contendere and the 
fine of $5,000 was assessed by agreement with 
the district attorney.

A. That this association deprecates the accept 
ance by players of any expenses other than those 
specificaliy authorized, as follows; 

B. Neceseary transportation costs and an allow. 
ance not exceeding $7 a day for hotel expenses for 
a period not to exceed the tournament schedule 
by more than three days, may be paid by any club 
or association, 

C. No payment in whole or part of any player's 
expenses for any tournament shall be considered 
aftithorized unt!i!] approval has been issued in wric- 
ing in advance by the executive committee of this 
association, to which a full statement concerning 
gaid defrayal of expense shall be made. 

D. In no- case shall acceptance of’ privileges 
offered by the club holding a championship be 
permitted on a player's account to any one other 
than the player himself, 

E. The above authorization as to expenses shall 
apply to national or international championships 
only. 

Vioiations of the above sections shall be con- 
strued as contrary to the interests of the associa- 
tion, and action may be taken in due form by the 
executive committee.

Securities Sold Without His Permis- 
sion, He Charges in Suit. 


Charles Warren Spalding, president of the 
Globe Savings bank When it failed in 1807, 
and later served a penitentiary term, is com- 
plainant in a bill filed late yesterday in the 
Superior court. He asks an accounting of 
securities and real estate turned over by 
him to trustees on April 14, 1897, for claims 
against him by the University of I!linots of 
$540,006.42. He was treasurer of the uni- 
versity at the time. ;

Fred A. Busse, and Len Small. 


Makes Sensational] Charges.

At the time of the signing over of the 
property Spalding explained to the trustees 
of the university and to Moore, who was 
and still is a member of the firm of Wilson, 
Moore & Mclivaine, the location of the vari- 
ous properties together with the vgfue and 
condition of the same, he sets up in his Dill. 
In addition to granting permission to the 
trustees to turn the securities intO cash 
Spalding also deiivered his proxies to Moore 
for 2,388 shares of Idaho Canal company 
stock and the 499 shares of the Pocatello 
company steck with the express understend- 
ing that they were to be used for the best 
interests of the university and not sold with- 
out consulting him, the bill says.

Chairman Underwood Voices 
Desires at.Hearing in 
Washington. 


CLASH DURING DEBATE. 


Payne and New York Witness at 
Odds Over Claims Made by Lat- 
ter on Earthenware Duty. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—“ I would like 
to see a competitive tariff al! along the line,”’ 
announced Chairman Underwood of the waya 
and means committee at the final hearing 
on the earth, earthenware, and glassware 


schedule today. 

Mr. Underwood had been hearing argu- 
ments aimed at securing a lowering of the 
tariff of 55 and 60 per cent to 30 and 35 per 
cent ad valorem on china, earthenware, por- 
celain, stone, and crockeryware, including 
clock cases, statues, steins, lamps, and a 
host of similar articles taxed at the higher 
rate in sections 93 and 94 of schedule “ B”’ 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. 


Believes Schedules Competitive. 

“It looks to me,’”” Mr. Underweod contin- 
ued, *‘ as if schedules 93 and 94 are more com- 
petitive than most of the paragraphs we have 
to deal with. That is my judgment, subject 
to reservation if any information {s brought 
‘out that might devef&p to the contrary.”’ 

This view was radically divergent from the 
presentation of the importers’ case by M. 8. 
Pitcairn of New York City, whose protest 
against the “exorbitance of the present 
tariff’’ and portrayal of the details of the 
business of bringing in English and other 
earthenware and other products led to sharp 
colloguies with Representative Payne of 
New York and Longworth of Ohio. 

Mr. Pitcairn said that under the present 
tariff earthenware importations were stead- 
ily going down. Mr. Payne suggested that if 
the witness’ statements were true the im- 
porters would go out of business in thirty 
days. Mr. Pitcairn cited what he said were 
actual transactions, and Mr. Payne attacked 
them. 

Payne and Witness Clash. 

** Do you doubt the integrity of those state- 
ments?’ shouted the witness. Mr. Payne 
persisted and the witness said he could pro- 
duce the entries from the treasury. Mr. 
Payne replied that even the treasury depart- 
ment could not ** produce miraclies.’’

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—That an agree- 
ment entered into in 1908 by the Lampor:

charged. The United States Steel corpora-

For shaping the saucer have a plain 
greased patty pan of the right size. Take a 
ball of the nougat, roll it out with a rolling pin, 
and put this quickly into the pan, pressing it 
down into shape. Roll across the top of the 
pan to break off the edges, then take out of 
the pan and set aside. Make the requisite num- 
ber in the same way. For the cup a little tin 
cup holding about a gill was used. Roll out 
a strip of the nougat, cut into a nice strip as 
wide as the cup is to be high, roll around into 
a ring quickly, drop into the cold, and press 
down so that it hits the bottom all around. 
Take it out, put the mold in the oven for a 
minute while a round is cut out for the bottom. 
Drop the bottom into the warm mold and press 
the top part down on it. The jointure will be 
perfect. Some tiny strips were cut out and 
bent\ into handles, which were stuck on with 
a little bit of sugar. 

One of the favorite cakes with the French, 
always baked in a small, round, scalloped pan, 
is “pain de Géne.” I have seen this cake in 
many pastry shops, and in all sizes, always 
with the scallops. It is always baked in a 
shallow scalloped pan. But in none of the cook 
books I have does a recipe appear under this 
name. The following is the recipe for the 
rather large one, perhaps six inches across and 
about an inch and a half through . This was 
a somewhat soggy cake, as anything heavy with 
almonds is likely to be, and I think the smaller 
and thinner ones are better on that account. 

PAIN DE GENE—One Hundred and twenty 
five grams (about four ounces and a half) of 
blanched almonds and 150 grams (five ounces

and a third) of sugar pounded together. Put 
this mixture through a coarse sieve with the 
hand and then put it into an earthen bowl. 
Break into the bow] three eggs and stir. For 
flavoring add about two tablespoons of kirsch. 
I think this could easily be omitted, and even 
to advantage, although one does not taste it in 
the cake. Then add forty grams, or a quarter 
of a cup, of sifted flour, and, lastly, sixty grams 
of melted butter. Brush a tin with butter and 
put into the bottom a piece of paper. Pour 
in the rather thin batter. This will rise high 
in baking, but no effort is made to keep its cen- 
ter a mountain. Bake for three-quarters of an 
— with a paper over it if the oven is too 
ot.

The 'French use wire plaques Gn which to 
cool and keep most cakes. Some of these have 
little supports, though often not, but are set 
over a plate so that air will reach the bottom 
of the cake while it is cooling. We would 
hardly think it wise to turn a cake like the 
above with its elevated center bottom side on 
one of these, but this is what they do. 

As to the kirsch with which this cake is 
“perfumed,” as they say, instead of flavored, 
it is one of the ever ready supplies in the out- 
fit of the French school kitchen, as I believe 
it is likely to be of all French kitchens. There 
is a box with six places at one side of the 
kitchen under some shelves and int each one 
of these places is a large bottle, one of vinegar, 
one of rum, one of kirsch, one of brandy, one 
of white wine, and one of Madeira. These are 
in constant requisition as the cooking goes on.

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Whole Wheat Bread Without Yeastt. 


HREE cups of whole wheat flour, three 
heaping teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
three level teaspoonfuls of sugar, one 
scant teaspoonful of salt. Sift the dry 
ingredients together and mix with milk 
to a soft dougl.—just too soft to handle. Pat 
into a loaf shape with a spoon. Bake in a slow 
oven from one and one-half to two hours. 
Chopped nuts or dates, or both, may be added 
to make a richer bread.

Cheese Custard Appetizer. 


Divide one-half pound of Roquefort cheese 
into three parts. Rub one part to a paste with 
Olive ofl, the second part to a paste with 
Worcestershire sauce, and add to the third part 
brandy to make a smooth mixture.

Drop Cookies. 

“Some time ago you published a recipe for 
drop cookies. My wife has lost her copy of the 
paper containing it and would lke you to pub- 
lish the recipe again, D. D. G.”

Beat four eggs, yolks and whites separate, 
until light; stir Into the yolks one-half pound 
of powdered sugar, add all the juice and half 
the grated peel of a lemon, and one-quarter 
pound of flour, folded in alternately with the 
stiffened egg whites. Drop by the spoonful on 
buttered paper in a baking pan, If the batter 
is too thin add a litthe more flour.

Preserving Vegetable Marrow.

The -direc- 
tions remind one of those for preserving melon 
rind, and I fancy that the result resembles 
in appearance these attractive sweetmeats. As 
the recipe is taken from an English cookbook, 
it is surely the correct one for preparing this 
essentially English article.

PERSIMMON PUDDING—Remove the skins 
and seeds from enough ripe persimmons to 
make-a generous cupful, chopping them into 
coarse bits. Soak a cupful of bread crumbs 
in one of milk for half an hour. Chop enough 
suet to make a quarter cupful and beat three 
eggs ght. Stir into the soaked crumbs a half 
cupful of granulated sugar, add the beaten 
eggs, the powdered suet, a pinch of salt, and a 
dash of cinnamon. Last of all, stir in the 
minced persimmons, which have been well 
dredged with flour. Beat hard, turn into a 
greased pudding mold with a closely fitting top 
and boil for three hours. Turn out and serve 
with a hard sauce, ‘

To Kill.Red Ants. 

“TI read the instructions about killing red 
ants with the oil of sassafras. I should like 
to have you send me full particulars with re- 
gard to this process. If you will tell me what 
quantity of oil to use and how much water to 
use with it, and how to apply the ‘ I will 
appreciate the information. B. mM.” 

“If ‘M. H. M. D.’ will let me have “hae ad- 
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dress I will tell her how to use ofl of sassa- 
fras and forever banish red ants which have 
tormented me for two or three seasons, despite 
every suggestion of relief that I tried, perhaps 
twenty. I will write to her more particelarly. 
a FE.” 

While awaiting “A. F.’s” instructions; which 
I have asked for already, try using thé.oil of 
Sassafras as you would oil of cedar. Brush 
all dust out of cracks and crevices and apply 
the oil to these places with a camel's hair 
brush. Soak bits of tissue paper in the oll and 
place in the ants’ haunts.

Worth Keeping. 

“Here is a budget of things I know are worth 
while trying and then remembering: 

“To test an oven for cake (except cake with 
molasses, which needs a slow fire) hold the 
hand in the oven while you count twenty-five. 
If you can't, it too hot! 

“To test bread for baking pinch up a little 
on the top of the loaf, and if the pinch stays 
up it is ready. 

“To cream butter and sugar I use a wooden 
potato masher, and it is soon done, and very 
smooth. 

“When adding cream to cooked salad dress- 
ing beat in a bowl with an Andover egg beater 
and it gives a smooth, creamy dressing. 

“When I make oatmeal cakes I grind the 
oatmeal through the coarse knife of the food 
chopper. I also grind the raisins. It makes 
the cake nicer. 

“To run the rods through starched curtains 
I use an old glove fiiger put over the end of 
the rod. It helps. 

“Three of these hints I thought out of my 
own head; the other three were told to me.

Disappointing receipts caused an upturn of 
5@10c in prices of hogs at Chicago yesterday. 
The bulk of the supply of 28,000 head cleared 
at the big end of the upturn and the average 
price was advanced 6c to $7.47, while the top 
was raised 10c to $7.60. Shippers bought 
5,000 head, while packers amassed droves ag- 


gregating 22,000 head. 

There was a large attendance of buyers in the 
market for beef cattié, but orders were of indiffer- 
ent character, and the trade was slow and weak, 
with prices largely lvc lower than on Wednesday. 
Heavy beeves were particularly slow movers and 
sales at higher than $3.50 were not numerous, al- 
though a top of $9.15 was made. Prim veailers 
met with a good inquiry at firm prices, topping 
at $10.85. The plain and medium grades, how- 
ever, were dull and lower. 

Sheep and lambs continued to sell at advancing 
values, touching the highest figuree made since 
the middle of last year. Receipts of 20,000 head 
found an early clearance, in spite of the upturnas, 
lambs topping at $9.85 and ewes selling up to 
$5.50.
